ARTS 17 CRITICIZE 
UNOERGRAD. POLICY 



Would Desire to Have Under<- 
graduate Society Run on 
Different Lines. 



A meeting ot Arts '17 was held yes- 
terday, when some important business 
was doije.

In a most interesting lecture last 
evening on " Tolk Soug aud Art 
Song," Dr. Perriu explained the origin 
of folk song, its characterisUcs and 
its relation to art song. 

"Singing," said Dr. Perrin, "Is to 
the average person, whether a mu- 
sician or not, the truest means of ex- 
pressing musical thought," He then 
quoted an American critic as having 
referred to singing as the branch ot 
music about which the average per- 
son knew the least. Going a step fur- 
ther, he explained the inability of the 
popular mind to distinguish between 
good songs and those which liad no 
musical value. 

In literature it is a fact thai usual- 
ly the thoughts to be conveyed in in- 
terpreting nature are imitai ivc rather 
than an Idealization. The same dl.^- 
llnctipn applies to art songs. \ great 
many people who profess to he musi- 
cal do not care to dislinguibh between 
folk aong and art song, nor doc- ii 
over occur to the.in that there is such 
a difference. 

An essential difference lies in the 
fact that in the folk song the thought 
is simple without any conscious er- 
fort at construction, while the art 
song is an appeal to the mind, an in- 
tellectual product. The song poet Is 
unable to dissociate bimaelt from 
teaching. This applies wilh equal 
Inith to the word poet. Kolklorc de- 
picts four distinct conditions. Kirsl- 
ly, Ihc Iradilloiis and early narratives 
embracing places, pcojile. heroes and 
ballads; secondly, traditional cus- 
toms; thirdly, superstition, wltcn- 
cratt, astrology, cti. ; and lastly, popu- 
lar sayings, rhymes, jingles, "etc. II 
is curious lo note that folklore or folk ; 
poetry was always .■-un«. Ooi u ro- 1 
gether, they cannot he s(p,iratid i 

There are many difficulties lu i rac- 
ing the ovlgin of folksongs, there 
being no written records of course, one 
must rely entirely upon those frag- 
ments which have been handed down 
from one generation to another. It Is 
only by studying the prUnitive races 
as they exist to-day that we are able 
to build up the development of the 
folksong All authorities agree that 
the howls and ejaculations of savages 
marked the first step. .Next came the 
constant reiteration of sound and ilie 
the development of rhythm. The drum 
was the lirst instrument used for this 
purpose. The ne\t step was the con- 
stant repealing ot two or tlir(e noies. 
which was toUowid hy varying tlie 
pil< h. The com l ast of du rèrent 
phrases now followed. As ii tune Il- 
lustrative of thl? principle, Dr. Perrin 
played what Is commonly known as 
"Three Blind .Mice." The chaiacieris- 
tlc of primitive folksong, it was c.k- 
plalned, was the predominance or 
rhythm over melody. 

Before tho tenth century it is use- 
less to attempt to trace folk music 
owing to the simple fact that no re- 
cords exist. The notation before the 
eleventh century was very Iniperfecr, 
so jnucli so In fact that it Is of little 
use. During the twelfth, Ihirleenlh 
and fourteenth centuries folklore was 
disseminated hy the travelling min- 
strels who kepi iilive songs which 
otherwise would have been l<i>l. They 
left no records except in oral iiadi- 
tiou handed down to the present day. 
Only a small part of these songs re- 
mains. 

The Troubadour fared belter, be- 
cause here we have reliable manu- 
script evidence. There is a fiucslion 
whether thelr.s should be classed as art 
or folk songs. If we say they are 
folk songs,. we must bear in mind that 
they originate in the indiridual, a 
spontaneous, self-unconscious expres- 
sion, unaffected and simple. 

Mr. Notley here gave an interesting 
example of a Troubadour song. 

Of the fifteenth century folk songs 
there are two which are typical of 
that eeutury, namely, "Three Ravens" 
and "Western Wind" (latter sung by 
Dr. Perrin). 

In the next century two tjplcal ex- 
amples arc "Green Sleeves" and "The 
London Apprentice." Dr. I'eriin 
showed in a very lutcresling way how ' 
the familiar tune of "The Uritishj 
Grenadier" wan di veloped from " Ilril- 
ish Grenadiers" and "The London .\p- , 
prentice." i 
As a tine example of an English folk 
song, Mr. Notley sang "Strawberry 
Fair." 

Scotch and Irish folk songs were 
then touched on, and also those of the 
North American Indians, a charming 
example otlhe latter being sung by 
Mr. Notley. 

Dr. Perrin then showed how com- 
posers have always made folk songs a 
basis of their more elaborate composi- 
tions from which we get the art sonire. 
Art songs are the joint product of the 
educated poet and the educated mu- 
sician. More elal)orale chords are 
made use of a.-^ w « 11 ar, modulation ann 
even changing k(y. Tlw rhythm be- 
comes complex, and the moods take 
on a great variety of forms. .Art 
songs arc a product of trained intel- 
leciuality coupled will) a fruitful im- 
agination. The earliest av{ song dates 
fioiii the pc\ int( ( i: I 11 (iiiiiiiy, and wa.-.

Thc entire C. O. T. C. Battalion held 
their tirst night operations last night, 
acting in conjunction with the Fourth 
Universities Company In practising 
attack in mass formation.

School to be Moved From Tor- 
onto; Victoria is Possible 
Site. 



Relieved from duty with the British 
Aerial Corps at tho front. Col. Burke, , 
one of the oldest flying men in Eng- 1 
land, has arrived in Toronto to per- j 
sonally investigate and report to the 
War Ortico as to whether or not the 
War Office should undertake to pay 
the transportation of students nt the' 
Royal Aviation School soon to be ' 
moved from Toronto, so that the 
work can go on in tho winter months. 

A despatch from New York received 
stated that the Royal Aviation School 
of Toronto was going Into winter 
quarters at Bermuda. Mr. J. A. D. 
McCurdy. when questioned as to the 
report, said, such was not the inten- 
tion. He liad gone to Beimuda to 
investigate, and had returned convinc- 
ed 'that Bermuda was not a place lo 
establish an aviation school. 

Mr. .McCurdy thought that Victoria. 
B.C.. would be selected; in fact, a 
representative has gone to tho coast 
to complete arrangements. Informa- 
tion as to suitable aviation fields had 
already been secured. 

;^Ir. McCurdy said he Is prepargl to 
move his school anywhere at his own 
expense, but tho wishes of the stud- 
ents must be taken into consideration. 
Already tho British Government had 
been asked to pay the transportation 
expenses of students, and It was to ad- 
vise the War Office upon this matter 
that Col. Burke was sent to Canada. 
There are 200 students ready for in- 
struction. Some 75 have already 
graduated.

from French headiiuarters: 

"At Turcoing one of the Important 
building establishments in the town 
received orders from the German aulh- 
oritles to work upon the fortincations 
of the towns of Lille, Tiircoing and . 
Koubaix. The order being transmitted 
to the workmen, they unanimously re- 
fused to work lo assist in the defense 
of the Germans. Under ihe orders of 
Ihe German commandant of the place, 
the directors have been imprisoned 
and the workmen threatened with be- 
ing brought before a court-martial^" 



New Haven, Conn., .Nov. IS. — Carry- 
ing out the iirograjume decided upon 
last Suudiiy of only moderate football 
work for this week, Ihe Yale coaches 
yesterday ordered a short combined 
signal, dummy and scrimmage prac- 
tice. No chances were taken on in- 
jury lo the regulars In the scrimmag- 
ing, as they were not allowed to rush 
with the l)all, lieing continually held 
for defensive work. 

Pitted against the strongest eleven 
which could bo selected from the sub- 
stitutes, freshmen and ineligible play- 
ers, the Varsity proved unequal to the 
task of checking the attack, which 
was exactly the same as that which 
they must face at Cambridge on Sat- 
urday. The opposing eleven had been 
drilled in Harvard formation, with 
Harry Legore east in the role ot Ed- 
die Malum. Time and again tho sec- 
ond tea.ni ran Ihc regulars back for 
touchdowns. .No account was kept of 
the score, ;iiid Ihe ball was not put 
in play in llie centre of the field. Al- 
iliongli play usually started at the 20- 
yard line, it began wherever tie 
coaches desired to illustrate a pecu- 
iiaiily of the Harvard attack. 

.Moi'c than half Hie members of the 
second team would be Varsity mem- 
bers to-day if they weie eligible, the 
eleven Including Jim Braden, Hutch- 
inson, Legore and Jletcalf behind the 
line, Callahan at centre, McGrath and 
Oalt as guard, Klrkpatrick and Os- 
borne at tackle, Klrkpatrick and Com- 
erford at Ihe ends. Comerford and 
Klrkpatrick were members of tho 
freshmen eleven, which finished its 
season last Saturday. 

The hope that Hutchinson and Mc- 
Grath, two of the strongest members 
of Ihe fiesli.uien eleven last ycai', 
might regain llieir eligibility in time 
lo |il;iy against Harvard has iiroved 
futile. These players will be unable 
to make up their scholarship deficien- 
cies until after the close of the foot- 
ball season. 

Following a iri-minnlo signal re- 
hearsal yesterday, tho Varsity walked 
through 15 minutes of dummy offen- 
sive play against the second team, the 
coaches halting the plays whenever 
they desired to explain the vital points

Defeated Columbia in Handy Faslilov 
In Soccer Game. 



Has Pulled Yale Team Together 
Time and Again During 
Past Years. 



They call Tom ShMvln the Miracle 

Man of Football. And. despite the in- 
fluence ot such an appellation, ho is. 
Yale's astounding victory over Prince- 
ton on Saturday last confirmed the 
suspicion which became rife in 1910. 

That year Yalo was defeated by 
West Point, 9 to 3; played a scoreless 
tie with Vanderbilt iind then lost to 
Drown, 21 to i). And then they sent 
for Tom Shelvin. And Shelvin cume 
and Shelvlnlzed the Yale football 
squad into a regular Yale football 
team. 

That team defeated Princeton 5 to 
3, and then held the powerful Har- 
vard team to a scoreless tie. 

This is what Waltei' Camp wrote of 
Shelvin in the i'ooiball Guide: 

"During the week that followed tho 
Crown defeat, no team in the history 
of the game every absorbed so much 
football knowledge. . . It Is doubt- 
ful if any aggregation of players, even 
from Yale, ever before took up such 



before the Canadian game is perfect. 
I would favor but twelve men a side, 
with the side scrimniagcrs eliminated. 
It would make for a more open and 
faster game, and I can't understand 
why t^c authorities persist In keeping 
to the old scrimmage game. Snap- 
ping the ball out would be much bet- 
ter for all concerned. I understand 
It was In force In Canada, but later 
dropped. It never should have been 
allowed to pass out of existence. 

"Another thing I notice In the Can- 
adian game Is the tremendous amount 
of Interference along the line. The 
other clubs say that I employ alto- 
gether too much of this play, and that 
I infringe on the rules; but let me 
say that there is not a team in Can- 
ada that is adhering strictly to the 
rules in tills regard. Holding on Ihe 
Hue constitutes interference, and 
there's not a scrimmage in any Cana- 
dian game that isn't illegal. They 
point a finger of scorn at me, but they 
should realize that they are all doing 
the same thing. I am in favor ot 
having interference allowed as in the 
Intercollegiate Union, or stop it alto- 
gether. To do this tho wing men must 
not hold at all. They must do abso- 
lutely nothing Illegal that will luter- 
fere with the opposing players. 

" I believe that the holding on the 
line Is what causes all the trouble. 
For Instance, if my side has posses- 
sion and a run around Ihe end is 
called, I, as outside wing, will try my 
best to block you off, so that Ihc play 
can be successfully made. The result 
is that you arc made to look weak, 
and you are then determined to get 
back at me. It is maddening to be 
held off these plays, and it is not at 
all surprising that you want to lick 
me for it. I say eliminate this, or 
you will never be rid of interference." 

"Shag" is opposed to the different 
Interpretations placed on Interference 
by the officials. 

"Every game we have played in the 
Big Four has been differently handled 
and it's hard for a team to know Just 
how to act. I will confess that on

The 
gieatest composer of early art song 
was Schubert. His accompaniments 
are to a certain extent Independent or 
the voice part. 

In Schumann the voice and the ac- 
companiment are shnultancous. Il- 
lustrative of Schubert's tragic style, 
Mr. Notley now sang "The Journey to 
Hades." 

Going then Into a little detail on the 
German School, Dr. Pcrrlu placed 
Franz, Mendelssohn, Dvorak and 
Strauss in the front rank. Ho then 
explained each oné, and Miss Travers 
sang some exquisite examples. 

From a short discussion of Grieg 
and Brahms, ho now passed on to 
Kus.^ia, and finally to the modern En- 
glish school, with Sir Gilbert H, Parry 
the great exponent. Comparing Cyril 
Scott with Debussy, he characterized 
both as avowed impressionists. As an 
example of the former. Miss Travers 
song "The Blackbird Song." To lUus- 
Irale Debussy, Mr. Notley sang the 
".Mandoline," and thus brought to a 
conclusion an extremely interesting 
and iiistniclivo eveiiim;.
